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Navy Pact Showdown 
Held People’s Right

PHE time has come for a showdown 
on the naval treaty. Before the Sen- 
ate takes any final action, two mo- 
mentous questions should be settled. 

Does Congress propose to appro- 
priate the money necessary to build 
up to Treaty strength? 

Does the American naval policy pro- 
vide for a strict adherence to the 
Washington agreement, the mainte- 
nance of the battleship as the “Back- 
bone of the Fleet” or is it to be predi- 
cated on the gradual elimination of the 
battleship and the substitution of the 
10,000-ton cruiser as the capital ship 
of the future? 

Chairman French, of the House sub- 
committee on naval appropriations, has 
already “sounded off” by advocating a 
greatly reduced building program and 
has paved the way for an economy pro- 
cedure that will leave this country in 
a perilously inferior naval position. 

On the other hand Chairman Brit- 
ten, of the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, has introduced a bill cailing 
for the expenditure of approximately 
a million a year and the construction 
of auxiliaries provided by the Treaty. 

The American people have a right 
to know what is to happen before the 
agreement is entered into. Both Sen- 
atorial members of the President’s 
delegation, Senator Reed and Senator 
Robinsor, have strongly advocated a 
complete building program and oppo- 
sition to the ratification of the pact 
has been dormant, largely because it 
has been taken for granted that the 
funds needed to bring the Fleet up to 
something that resembles parity and 
Treaty strength would be made avail- 
able and a comprehensive building and 
replacement program inaugurated. 

Approval of the London pact with 
the definite assurance that the Navy 
is to get the full strength of cruisers, 
destroyers, submarines and carriers it 
allots us, is one thing but approval 
of the agreement with a postponement 
of new construction until “we see what 
develops in 1936” as indicated by 
Chairman French, is a totally differ- 
ent proposition. He made it plain that 
his recommendations would provide 
for only about one-third of the total 
needed. 


In the latter case the testimony of 
naval experts will be unanimous that 
without the new ships the American 
Fleet will be so hopelessly outclassed 
that it will be practically useless, save 
Possibly as a last resort to defend our 
continental coasts against hostile at- 
tack. Protection of our line of sea 
commerce, ability to hold control of 
the seas and the power to back up our 
national interests throughout the world 
will have to be abandoned. 

Under such a policy of retrench- 
ment in expenditures we will be in- 
finitely worse off than if no confer- 
ence had been held and its adoption 
doubtless will crystalize opposition to 
ratification that otherwise does not 
exist. 

Support of a number of influential 
Senators for the Treaty has been se- 
cured by definite assurances that ade- 
quate funds would be provided for the 
hew ships. As a matter of fact the 
current appropriation bill is nearly a 
half-million dollars less than it would 
ave been if there had been no con- 
ference. 

Comparatively few senators have 
committed themselves and the declara- 
tion of Chairman French, which in 
many quarters is credited with having 
administr-tion support as a “feeler,”

In naval circles the pact is classified 
as a bad bargain but acceptable if the 
new construction is provided for.

Senators Reed and Jones Confer on Pay 





(CIRCUMSTANCES still are conspir- 
ing to delay active consideration 
of the service pay problem by the 
Joint Congressional Pay Committee. 
Senator David A. Reed, sponsor of 
the resolution under which the com- 
mittee was organized, returned to 
Washington Wednesday and within an 
hour of the time of his arrival paid 
a visit to Senator Wesley Jones, chair- 
man of the joint committee, to talk 
over the situation with him. 

Senator Reed, however, told the 
Army and Navy Journal that until 
the hearings on the Navy treaty are 
concluded he will be able to do little 
on the pay problem, in spite of his 
great interest. Senator Jones, too, is 
tied up by the various appropriation 
bills. 

Senator Jones said that he is not 
able to give any approximate date 


when hearings will start, but that he 
hopes the committee will be able to 
do it soon. 

Many believe it likely that Senator 
Jones will relinquish the leadership, 
if not the actual chairmanship, of the 
committee to Senator Reed. Senator 
Jones himself suggested this possibil- 
ity when the committee was first form- 
ed, pointing out that while the sub- 
ject is new to him it is one with which 
Mr. Reed is thoroughly familiar and 
intensely interested. Mr. Jones said 
yesterday that he did not know 
whether or not there would be any de- 
velopments along that line and that 
he had nothing to say about it at this 
time. 

In the meanwhile the liaison of- 
ficers appointed by the various services 
concerned are standing prepared to 
furnish the committee with all the 
data and witnesses it will need should 
hearings be started. 








New Britten Measure Asks 
Treaty Ships Construction 


BASED upon figures presented by 

the Secretary of the Navy, Repre- 
sentative Fred A. Britten (Rep.), chair- 
man of the Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs of the House, was to introduce a 
bill on May 9 authorizing the construc- 
tion of cruisers, destroyers, subma- 
rines and aircraft carriers in accord- 
ance with the terms of the London 
Naval Conference. 

The bill authorizes the President to 
proceed with the construction prior to 
July 1, 1936, of 73,500 tons light 
cruisers to cost approximately $132,- 
300,000; 55,500 tons destroyers and de- 
stroyer leaders to cost approximately 
$150,000,000; 42,100 tons submarines 
to cost approximately $122,000,000; 
69,000 tons aircraft carriers to cost 
approximately $93,500,000. 

“In addition to the $497,800,000 re- 
quired for new construction as yet un- 
authorized,” the representative said, 
“there .must be expended for naval 
vessels and aviation already author- 
ized during the next eight years, the 
sum of $439,195,000 or a grand total of 
approximately $936,995,000 before we 
can achieve even a theoretical parity 
on the seas with Great Britain. 

“The bill will be immediately for- 
warded to the Secretary of the Navy 
for his recommendation after which 
exhaustive hearings will be held in or- 
der to determine if the expenditure of 
a billion dollars in the next eight years 
will properly provide for the national 
defense in an emergency. 

“It is my intention to call many of 
the highest ranking officers in the Navy 
for their personal views on the wisdom 
of constructing a lot of light cruisers 
heretofore held undesirable for Ameri- 
can use.”

Combine Project Subject 
Of Talk In Army Circles 


PLANS of the promoters of the Na- 

tional Service Co. to consolidate the 
individual organs of the various Army 
branch associations into one publication 
made little outward progress this week. 
So far as those interested have been 
able to learn the only association which 
has gone into the project is the Infan- 
try Association. Although nothing 
official has emanated from the others 
it is generally understood that they are 
not particularly impressed by the idea 
and not likely to go into it unless the 
membership or the higher ranking offi- 
cers should support it. 

Late last week a hurried meeting of 
representatives of the associations was 
called by the promoters of the plan in 
the Infantry Building. There Maj. C. 
C. Benson, Cavalry officer assigned to 
the historical section of the War Col- 
lege, read to them portions of a long 
memorandum setting forth the general 
plan of the project. No action was 
taken, Maj. Benson merely explaining 
that he wanted them to understand the 
details. 

Many of the associations have obsta- 
cles in their constitutions and by-laws 
which would prevent any immediate 
consolidation with other groups in such 
a business organization. In the Field 
Artillery Association it is likely that 
the project would have to be referred 
to the executive committee which could 
turn it down definitely, but if it fa- 
vored it would have to refer the pro- 
gram to the entire membership next 
December. The constitution of the 
Quartermaster Association is such that 
action could not be taken until the 
next biennial meeting on or about Sep. 
30, 1931. It is likely in the case of this 
qrganization that a _ constitutional 
amendment would be required, as the 
constitution specifically provides that 
the objects are to inform Quartermas- 
ters on Quartermaster matters and to 
foster mutual understanding and help- 
fulness among Quartermaster officers. 
It is felt that a consolidated magazine 
could not meet this requirement of the 
constitution. 

As announced in the statement is- 
sued by Col. Paul Bond, CE-Res., 
leader of the National Service Co., 
last week, the first issue of the Jn- 
fantry Journal under the auspices of 
that organization was issued this week. 
There was nothing in it to indicate the 
change in organization except that the 
advertisements were signed Infantry 
Journal, Inc. 

There was some talk about the omis- 
sion of the name of Maj. Gen. John 
L. DeWitt, Quartermaster General, 
from the list of officers of the Infan- 
try Association. Each issue up to and 
including the April issue has carried 
his name as vice president but the 
latest issue omits it. It was explained

Navy Funds Measure 
Cuts Cash $1,710,590 


OTAL navat appropriations amount- 
ing to $365,685,027, or $1,710,590 
less than budget estimates for 1931, 
were recommended by the House Ap- 
propriations Committee during the 
past week in a report submitted by 
Chairman Burton L. French of Idaho. 
Salaries and contingent expenses for 
the year were proposed as $5,117,840, 
an increase of $209,670 over the 1930 
appropriations and an increase of $62,- 
820 compared with the budget esti- 
mates for 1931. 

The fleet gains one ship under the 
plans for 1931, giving it eight instead 
of five first line light cruisers carry- 
ing eight-inch guns, three as against 
five second line light cruisers and 46 
as against 47 first line submarines. 
Approximately 115,000 tons of de- 
stroyer strength are planned to be re- 
tained in commission and these include 
three ships for reserve training and 
six as mine layers. 

Touching on personnel, the report 
quotes the last annual report of the 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation as 
follows: 

The Naval Academy class gradu- 
ating in 1930 will exceed 300, and in 
consequence it will not, with the 
present authorized line officer 
strength, be possible to commission 
all these graduates and ensigns. 
This situation will exist each year 
in the future, and therefore it is of 
the first importance that considera- 

tion be given to it at this time, both 
from the point of view of the need 
of line officers in the Navy and from 
that of the advisability of retain- 
ing and utilizing the services of 
these trained young men. ._ 

The congressional report goes on: 

“In the appropriation bill for the 
fiscal year 1929 the number of appoint- 
ments to Annapolis of Senators, Rep- 
resentatives, and Delegates in Con- 
gress, and of the Resident Commis- 
sioner of Porto Rico was increased 
from 8 to 4. This increase will not 
be reflected in the number of gradu- 
ates until the summer of 1932. We 
may, therefore, expect an even larger 
surplus of graduates. The committee 
is proposing no change in the 4-ap- 
pointment basis for two reasons: First- 
ly, it believes that we should wait to 
ascertain what the program will be un- 
der the new treaty, if and after rati- 
fication shall occur, and, secondly, it 
feels that there should be a further 
determination by Congress as to what 
the policy shall be with respect to 
aviators. The committee is not -in 
thorough sympathy with the idea of 
using Naval Academy graduates as 
airplane pilots other than in command 
positions. Various alternatives should 
be considered. If not the enlisted man, 
specially rated and compensated, then, 
perhaps young reserve officers, educa- 
tionally and psychologically qualified, 
to be employed on extended details. 
On September 30, last, the proportion 
of officers to enlisted pilots was 535 
to 175. Enlisted pilots made up about 
25 per cent of the total. The act of 
June 24, 1926, provides, in part, that 
‘on and after July 1, 1928, the num- 
ber of enlisted pilots in the Navy shall 
not be less than 30 per centum of the 
total number of pilots employed in the 
Navy on aviation duty.’ Some officers

“There need be no diminution,” the 
report says, “in the committee’s judg- 
ment, in the number participating in 
drills, performing extended active duty 
or training duty, in the number of stu- 
dent aviation pilots or in the number 
of flights for training purposes.” 


The average ration cost was in-

The principal 
item is in the estimated smaller num- 
ber of men who will be entitled to al- 
lowances for subsistence and quarters 
in lieu of such allowances in kind.” 

Deny Foreign Superiority 

The budget’s recommendation for 
$12,326,100 to enable the department 
to have on hand, when all deliveries 
shall have been made, a total of 1,000 
useful airplanes, exclusive of naval re- 
serve planes and planes of an experi- 
mental type, was included in the ap- 
propriation by the committee.

With the same factor of safety 
employed and relative performance 
for mission or purpose considered, if 
there be no superiority in our favor, 
certainly there is no inferiority. It is 
true that the committee has not re- 
Sponded to the urge for funds for 
freak planes for international speed 
competitions, simply because it felt 
that the money might be better em- 
ployed in the development of more 

Practical types. It is recognized that 
there would be some advantage in 
competitions as between practical 
Service types, but where speed is the 
Prime object, the field is one, it would 
seem, which well might be lett to com- 
mercial producers and operators.”

are lukewarm toward a building pro- 
gram are tending to stimulate opposi- 
tion to the Treaty and will probably 
stimulate the fight in the Senate. 
Senator Hale’s opposition to the 
Treaty is predicated largely on the fact 
that it marks a departure from and an 
abandonment of the basic policy of 8- 
inch gun cruisers; Congress provided 
for 23 of these and under the agree- 
ment the British figure of 18 was finally 
agreed upon. Recruits to this view- 
point are expected to be rallied by the 
failure of the admjnistration forces to 
come out definitely for a building pro- 
gram and the intimations that Con- 
gress will only ;irtially provide for 
the new ships needed to give us a 
Treaty Navy. 

Testimony of the naval experts will 
probably bring out the necessity for a 
final decision on the battleship policy. 
Relative values of all auxiliary craft 
must be determined by the strength 
and make-up of the central fighting 
force and this point bids fair to be 
one of the most interesting brought up. 
Early next week the hearings will 
get under way with the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee starting Monday 
and the Naval Affairs on Tuesday.

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Board on AA Fire 


A BOARD of officers comprising rep- 
resentatives from the Infantry, 
Air Corps and Ordnance Department 
has recently been appointed by the 
War Department to meet at the In- 
fantry School, Ft. Benning, Ga., to de- 
termine the vulnerability of aircraft to 
various types of Infantry fire and the 
hysical effect of aerial attacks upon 
i; antry troops. The Infantry mem- 
bers of the board are Lt. Col. Harry 
A. Wells and ist Lt. Joseph I. Green, 
both from the Department of Experi- 
ment of the Infantry School. 


Both the Infantry and Air Corps 
during the last few years have con- 
duc varied experiments and have 
engaged in extended study to determine 
methods and means of offensive and 
defensive combat in their respective 
spheres of activity and of cooperation 
between each other. The Infantry, as 
a result of the experiments, has pre- 
pared and has had issued to the sery- 
ice, training instructions for riflemen 
and automatic riflemen and similar in- 
structions are now undergoing final 
inspection before issue for machine gun- 
ners. The experiments so far conduct- 
ed by the Infantry have been aimed at 
developing methods and means to ob- 
tain hits on low fying aircraft. Sim- 
ilarly the experiments by the Air Corps 
have been conducted to obtain hits with 
machine gun and bomb on ground 
troops. 

Neither the Infantry nor the Air 
Corps has determined accurately the 
effect of these hits on each other. To 
assist each arm in working toward a 
solution of the problems of Infantry- 
Air Corps combat, it now becomes nec- 
essary to investigate the effect of all 
types of Infantry ammunition upon the 
various parts and areas of airplanes 
and the effect of the latest type of air- 
plane weapons and bombs against sim- 
ulated Infantry in different formations. 
These investigations will be conducted 
by the board mentioned above.

Bill Passes House 


(THE HOUSE on May 5 passed H. R. 
6997, which allows the hospitali- 
zation of persons serving on govern- 
ment-owned vessels engaged in the 
transportation of troops, supplies, and 
material during the War with Spain, 
the Philippine Insurrection or the 
China Relief Expedition.

Retirement Bill Opposed 


HE War Department has expressed 
disapproval of H. R. 11578, to re- 
store all retired officers, voluntarily 
restored to the active list during the 
war, to the retired list of the Army. 
It is contended that the bill would 
place on the retired list certain indi- 
viduals who have been separated from 
the service due to the regular process- 
es of law, even those separated after 
meral court-martial. It would also 
mediately retire officers now active 
to whom its provisions are applicable.

visional board of classification, nevet 
was finally classified by the final classi- 
fication board, and none of the priv- 
ileges of the Act extended to him, or 
invoked by the department in accom 
plishing his discharge from the Army.”

This attitude is take, the Admiral explained, because there would be no 
“chain” of ships among which the Navy Department could keep the films cir- 
culating and the expense of furnishing films to a small number of ships would 
be prohibitive. 


PROTESTS HEARD ON CONVICT PROGRAM 
NEWS OF THE TRANSFER of several hundred federal convicts to various 

Army posts has produced its expected effect in military circles and while 
some are enjoying nice, discreet chuckles at the Army’s discomfiture, there is a 
possibility that a small furor will be stirred up before the program is finally 
carried out. 

Nothing, however, has been done yet and nothing definite has been planned. 
The matter is still in the stage of general protest, but the protest is highly 
articulate, and in some cases will find strong civilian support. 

Representative Stephen Gambrill of the Maryland district in which Ft. 
George G. Meade, one of the affected posts, is located, told the Army and Navy 
Journal this week that although he has not received any protests from his 
constituents he expects to hear from them soon. He said he thought that the 
quartering of federal convicts at an Army encampment would cause general 
uneasiness in the vicinity, even though the convicts are short-term men and 
first offenders. 

This idea was reflected in comment by military circles in Washington, and 
the representative also pointed out that use of the convicts on road works and 
similar public enterprises would probably stir the resentment of Labor as a 
whole, which would see it as unfair competition with the working class. 


SPANISH WAR REUNION IS PLANNED 
LARGE DELEGATIONS from the Bronx are expected as guests at the reunion 
and field day celebration to be staged under the auspices of the New York 
County organization of the United Spanish War Veterans on Governors Island 
on Sunday afternoon, May 18. 

As details of the celebration are being worked out by the committee of 
arrangements, the chairman of which is Col. Daniel P. Sullivan, 2384 Marion 
Avenue, it becomes apparent that the celebration will be one of the most 
elaborate affairs ever held on Governors Island. 

The celebration will commemorate the 32d anniversary of the mustering 
of American volunteers into the United States service at the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American War. The memorial and executive committees of the United 
Spanish War Veterans, of which Charles G. Lawrence is chairman, appointed 
the committee to work out the details of the celebration.

mittee on the bill by Representative La Guardia (H. R. 129) “for the purpose 
of protecting officers of the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps who are called by 
committees of the House and Senate to testify concerning matters before such 
committees.” 

Mr. La Guardia’s office states that the case of Gen. Mitchell led to intro- 
duction of the bill, also information which the Congressman received from of- 
ficers concerning the service and their fear of testifying in order not to conflict 
with the policies of their superiors. Mr. La Guardia has stated: 

“T believe that the service would be greatly improved if officers had the 
privilege of testifying before a committee, or at least, when testifying before 
a committee, to be free to give their views as well as the policies of the 
Department.” 


RAISE CIVILIAN-SOLDIER RANK TO COL. OBEAR 
OL. WILLIAM GRAY OBEAR, Aux. RES., of Birmingham, Ala., was re- 
4 cently promoted by the Governor of Georgia, for long and meritorious serv- 
ice, to the rank of Major General of the Retired List, Ga. NG. It is understood 
that this is one of the few, if not the only such commission issued to a citizen- 
soldier by that State since the Civil War, although the Aegular Army Colonel 
commanding the 30th Division is commissioned a Major General, NG. 

Gen. Obear entered the active service of the State of Georgia in 1882 and 
was retired therefrom in 1914 as a Brigadier General. During the World War 
he served as a Major of Ordnance and since the war has been in the Organized 
Reserves, being recently retired for age. Previous to retirement Gen. Obear 
pies the commanding officer of the 345th Infantry, with hadquarters in Birm- 
ingham. 


RED WOMEN GET “MILITARY ESCORT” FROM PRESIDIO

REV. MACFARLAND SEEKS RETIREMENT 
APT (LT.-COL.) CHARLES S. MacFARLAND, ORC, who is general sec- 
4 retary of the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America, reaches 
retirement age in December and is now asking retirement for physical disability. 
The desire has been expressed by members of the General Committee on Army 
and Navy Chaplains that he transfer to the auxiliary reserve list. 

Chap. Macfarland, who also reaches the retirement age in the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in America in December, goes on the re- 
tired list of that body Jan. 1, and the Administrative Committee has voted him 
“an adequate retiring allowance,” granted him three months’ present leave of 
absence for illness and voted “that in view of the unique and unparalleled serv- 
ices of Dr. Macfarland the Executive Committee make adequate place in its 
annual meeting program in Washington in December for suitable recognition 
of those services.” 
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Two Navy Bills Pass House 


BELLS providing that the assistant 
chief of naval operations should 
receive the highest pay of his rank, and 
allowing the appointment of acting pay 
clerks from the grade of petty officer 
first class were passed by the House 
on May 5. 

A number of other measures affecting 
naval personnel were either objected 
to or passed over under the unanimous 
consent rule, during consideration of 
the Consent Calendar last Monday. The 
Marine Corps personnel bill was passed 
over without prejudice as was H 
1193, providing relief for retired and 
transferred members of the Naval Re- 
serve Force, Naval Reserve and Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve. H. R. 1222, to 
establish a branch hydrographic office 
at Honolulu, was knocked from the con- 
sent calendar when three members ob- 
jected. 

Both of the bills authorizing new hos- 
pital construction at Washington and 
Philadelphia were blocked. Represen- 
tative McClintic, who has all along op- 

osed construction of naval hospitals 
arger than for strictly naval needs, 
objected to the Washington hospital 
bill. He told the House that when the 
Veterans’ Bureau completes their build- 
ing program, if they withdraw their 
patients from naval hospitals that there 
will be a great excess of naval hospital 
facilities. He asked that the bill go 
over until a time that the House can 
more carefully consider the measure. 
Representative Collins objected to the 
Philadelphia bill. 

Neither the Navy personnel bill, the 
disability retirement bill for Navy 
nurses, the Naval Academy band bill, 
nor the bill allowing hospitalization of 
Fleet reservists were considered by the 
House. These bills and several other 
naval bills will be among the first taken 
up on May 19, the next Consent Calen- 
dar day.

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Radio Drill a Success 


(THE FIRST national emergency drill 

conducted by the naval communi- 
cation reserve over a network of naval 
reserve stations held May 2, is consid- 
ered entirely successful by the Navy 
Department. 


In spite of exceptionally bad weather 
conditions, the first of the newly insti- 
tuted quarterly emergency drills was 
completed successfully with every dis- 
trict represented and every district 
answering Radio Central when called. 
Very little preparation was given, the 
order notifying the various naval dis- 
tricts of the drill not being dispatched 
until 4 o’clock May 1, the day before 
the drill. 

As the purpose of the drill was to 
test the speed of mobilization and 
speed of handling emergency traffic, the 
results are quite gratifying. A mes- 
sage delivered to Radio Central by the 
Red Cross in Washington at 10:52 p. 
m., Eastern Standard Time, was relayed 
through Chicago and received by a rep- 
resentative of the Red Cross in San 
Francisco within 28 minutes. 

An answer was dispatched in two 
minutes time and was delivered in 
Washington at 2:02 a. m., being delayed 
somewhat by a heavy storm and static 
in the Middle West. In all, 12 mes- 
sages were received at Washington, 
besides the answers from all districts, 
one each from the Ist, 3rd, 4th and 
5th, two from the 12th district and three 
each from 7th and 9th districts. Ten 
messages were sent to the districts 
from Washington. 

Particular gratification was expressed 
in the Office of Naval Communications 
at the results, as not only was the 
entire network composed of naval re- 
serve stations, but the personnel op- 
erating the stations were solely re- 
servists.

(THE world is not yet ripe for univer- 
sal peace and armament is still a 
necessity for nations, the Rev. Ezra 
Floyd Ferris, chaplain of the 240th 
Coast Artillery of the Maine National 
Guard, declared in a recent radio ad- 
dress.

CONGRESS CAN NO longer hesitate in the matter of the increase in pay 
for the Services. We call the attention of members of the Senate and House 
to the powerful organizations, which are demanding action: 

Organized Business. 

Organized Labor. 

Patriotic Societies, national and local. 

Women’s organizations. 

The Press. 

In other words, the entire nation, aware of the poverty of pay its national 
defenders are receiving, is insisting that the pay scale shall be revised UPWARD. 





‘THE INTERESTING FACT stands out that every organization and every 

newspaper that has studied conditions of pay in the Army, the Navy and 
the Marine Corps, has come out emphatically for remedial legislation. Pa- 
triotic bodies might be inspired by sentiment, but business men are slow to move 
and before they speak on a matter which will increase their taxes they thor- 
oughly investigate and are guided by the conclusions they reach. In adopting 
the resolution, which we reported in our last week’s issue, the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, true to business principles, acted in accordance with the 
facts which investigation revealed. Made up as it is of the great and small 
business men of the country, its criticism of the present-day conditions, its 
declaration that inequities exist, and its assertion that the rates of pay should 
afford compensation appropriate to the standards which should be maintained 
in the Services, cannot be disregarded by Congress. 





it IS OUR VIEW that the Joint Congressional Pay Commission can no longer 

delay completion of the work confided to it. It is evident that from the be- 
ginning the Commission determined to postpone its report at least until the 
next session of Congress. In the meantime, it could be said that the question 
was so complex as to require exhaustive study. So far as we can learn, Con- 
gressman French has been on the job, and that is about all. All the necessary 
material has been furnished the Commission. We believe that on the basis of 
that material, it must come to the same conclusions as that of the Interdepart- 
mental Board, Why, then, have hearings, beyond the few witnesses, like the 
Secretaries of the several Departments, the Chief of Naval Operations, and the 
Chief of Staff, the Chairman and members of the Interdepartmental Board and 
the President of the Retired Officers’ Association? So limited, the Commission 
can make its report, with a bill, and legislation can be pressed for passage, 
perhaps not at this session, but early during the next session. 





VERY DAY’S DELAY means that much more suffering and debt for the 
officers and men of the Services. Is Uncle Sam, when cognizant of the 
conditions, so mean as to refuse to remedy them? We cannot believe it. Pres- 
ident Hoover is apprehensive of a deficit next year, but we beg to point out 
to him that the business men followifg the statements he has made, have 
declared unequivocally for an increase in pay. They are the ones who will 
foot the bill. Under the circumstances the President and the Congress should 
consider themselves safe in acting. 





(THE ARMY AND NAVY are not penal institutions. They are honorable or- 

ganizations, which are the pride of the country in peace and in war. To 
use their posts for convicts is a reflection which on behalf of the Services, we 
emphatically resent. We cannot understand the acquiesence of the War De- 
partment in the request of the Department of Justice to put the overflow of 
federal prisons in military stations. To say that those stations are not being 
used or can be used for this purpose is to beg the question. Secretary Hurley 
and Gen. Summerall should explain why they agreed to such action. For years, 
the Army and the Navy have been fighting the notion of some of our Judges 
that the Services are the place for young men who have violated the law. The 
War Department now is on the way to undoing this work. If Army posts are 
to be turned into prisons, then the natural idea of Judges will be to direct 
criminals to enlist. We regard the policy which has been adopted as not only 
unwise and injurious in its effects in time of peace, but as calculated to hamper 
the organization of the Army and the Navy and the Marine Corps in time of 
war. athers and mothers will not care to have their boys go to camps for 
training purposes, when such camps may become known as prisons, and this 

applies now and to war as well. 


HE SENATE SHOULD NOT steam roller its ratification of the London Dis- 
armament Treaty. That is the plan of the Administration. It should be 
defeated. The Treaty is too important in its present effect and its future con- 
sequence to be treated as a routine matter. It involves the destiny of the 
United States and the influence we exert in all sections of the world, particularly 
the Far East. The question of the value to us of 8-inch gun cruisers, demands 
thorough exploration. So does that as to the value of battleships. Of co-re- 
lated importance is the question of what the instrument will do to us politically 
and economically in the Extreme Orient. Let us have all the facts. t every 
provision of the Treaty be thoroughly considered. The nation knows the truth 
now only in a general way. It should be informed, and when informed it will 
act. if not with judgment, at least with knowledge. Surely, there is nothing 
te be lost by a revelation of the facts. 


ANNOUNCEMENT HAS BEEN made by Congresman T. Mayhew Wainwright 

that he will not be a candidate for re-election. The Services will regret his 
retirement. Mr. Wainwright filled honorably the position of Assistant Secretary 
of War. He took his seat in Congress, advised of the needs of the Army and 
of its sister service. By his own choice, he was made a member of the House 
Military Committee. On that Committee, he initiated many matters of value 








to the military establishment, and his advice as to others always bore fruit. 
His retirement of his own volition removes him from public life, but we are 
sure that his influence will continue to be exerted in behalf of an adequate and 
effective national defense.

Organization of Fleet 


A STATEMENT of the constituency 
of the main United States Fleets 
for the year 1931 was made before a 
House subcommittee on the Navy De- 
partment appropriation bill by Adm. 
Hughes at a hearing held recently on 
the measure. It follows in part: 


“The United States Fleet is com- 
posed of the Battle Fleet, which nor- 
mally operates in the Pacific; the 
Scouting Fleet, which operates in the 
Atlantic; the control force, stationed 
in the Atlantic; and the fleet base 
force, which is divided into two squad- 
rons: Train Squadron 1, operating 
with the Scouting Fleet; and Train 
Sqadron 2 and Mine Squadron 2, which 
operate with the Battle Fleet. 

“The flagship of the United States 
Fleet is the battleship Texas. 

“The Battle Fleet during the fiscal 
year 1931 will consist of the follow- 
ing vessels: 11 battleships, 1 light 
cruiser, 2 aircraft carriers, 1 aircraft 
carrier (Langley), 42 destroyers, 38 
submarines, 3 destroyer tenders (1 
for destroyers out of commission), 2 
submarine tenders, 1 mine layer (act- 
ing as aircraft tender), 2 mine sweep- 
ers, 2 submarine rescue vessels (sta- 
1. at San Diego and Pearl Har- 
or). 

“The battleships, aircraft carriers, 
and light cruisers carry 226 planes in 
operating organizations, and 111 in 
reserve, a total of 337 planes. 

Scouting Fleet 

“The Scouting Fleet will consist of 
the following vessels: 6 battleships (2 
in reduced commission undergoing 
modernization), 17 light cruisers (in- 
cludes 3 cruisers to be completed 
March 13, 1931), 39 destroyers, 2 de- 
Stroyer tenders, 2 mine sweepers (air- 
craft tenders), and 1 aircraft tender. 
On the battleships, cruisers, and air- 
craft tenders are carried 80 planes in 
operating organizations and 38 in re- 
Serve, a total of 118 planes. 

“The control force will consist of 
the following vessels: 1 mine layer, 2 
light mine layers, 31 submarines, (S-4 
in commission as special experimental 
vessel without propulsive machinery), 
2 submarine tenders, 2 patrol vessels 
(Eagles), 3 submarine rescue vessels 
((stationed at Coco Solo, New London, 
azd with mobile units), and 2 mine 
Sweepers.

If there is a shortage of fily- 
ing hours, reserve officers will be lim- 
ited to a maximum of approximately 
48 hours a year. However, as 48 hours 
a year does not suffice in all cases for 
reserves to keep up their flying effici- 
ency, more time may be permitted if 
additional hours are available.

48 hours, care should be exercised to 
preclude any possible discrimination in 
favor of any particular group of re- 
serve pilots.

The War Department directive for the 
exercises states that the objective fo 
the exercises will be: 

“The development of tactics and tech. 
nique of the joint defense of an air. 
drome by the Air Corps and Ant. 
aircraft Artillery.” 

This same directive appointed a board 
of officers to draw up plans for the 
exercises. The board consists of the 
following members: Lt. Col. John M 
Dunn, 62nd CA (AA), Maj. George L 
Van Deusen, SC; Maj. Fred H. Cole 
man, AC. 

Aberdeen Proving Ground was select. 
ed as the hypothetical airdrome to k 
defended. The board realized that the 
air defense of any lecality must be an 
all-around defense. However, the nee- 
essary ground troops for an all-round 
defense were not available, necessita- 
ing the limiting of the exercises. The 
defensive organization, therefore, wil 
be only a part of that which would be 
necessary under actual service cond- 
tions. The sector to which the exer- 
cises are limited is approximately # 
degrees. 

The 62nd Coast Artillery, under com 
mand of Lt. Col. J. M. Dunn, arrived 
at Aberdeen on April 11 and was avail- 
able for the exercises. The 69th Coast 
Artillery, Lt. Col. J. B. Taylor, com 
manding, was organized at Aberdeet 
in February and was likewise available. 
Both of these regiments will partic 
pate in the defense. In addition the 
Ist Signal Company, Ft. Monmouth, 
was designated to participate. Thes 
permanent organizations make up the 
ground defense forces. From thes 
will be drawn the personne! to form the 
Provisional Antiaircraft Brigade Inte 
ligence Battery. The personnel of the 
69th CA (AA) will be used freely i 
its organization. 

The use and disposition of the inte 
ligence battery is one of the most mF 
portant considerations of the exercises. 
Observation posts will be established @ 
three belts, at distances (from Abe 
deen) of 45, 70, and 100 miles.

SIXTH CORPS AREA 
May 6, 1930. 
BOUT 150 officers of the Regular 
Army, National Guard, and Organ- 
ized Reserves, coming from all three 
states of the Sixth Corps Area (Illinois, 
Michigan, and Wisconsin), assembled at 
the corps area headquarters at Chicago 
on Apri! 19, for the final conference and 
critique of the Army problem for large 
units that has been conducted tarough- 
out the winter by Maj. Gen. Frank 
Parker, commander of the Sixth Corps 
Area. 

The morning session was devoted to 
a critique of the preceding phase of the 
problem, an offensive operation in which 
the employment of the mechanical means 
of modern warfare was especially em- 
phasized. All the divisions in the corps 
area, combined for this purpose into 
a single instructional field army, under 
tae Corps Area Commander, carried out 
the task of one of a group of armies en- 
gaged in the operation of driving in- 
vading enemy forces away from the Chi- 
cago area. Based on orders previously 
issued by Gen. Parker as Army Com- 
mander, complete field orders and accom- 
panying annexes for the attack had been 
worked out first by corps and then by 
division commanders and staffs and the 
resulting papers turned in through corps 
headquarters to army headquarters for 
study and criticism prior to the crit- 
ique. 

The critique was opened by Gen. Park- 
er, with general comments on tae prob- 
lem. He was followed by Col. Manus 
McCloskey, FA, who commented on the 
use of the artillery with the army; Col. 
H. C. Barnes, CAC, on the employment 
of the antiaircraft artillery; Col. F. L. 
Wells, Inf., on the employment of tanks, 
and Capt. Early E. W. Duncan, Air Corps, 
on the Army air force. 

At the close of the critique, orders for 
the final phase of the Army problem were 
issued, involving a defensive situation, 
and the afternoon session was devoted 
to a command post exercise in wWaoich 
the division commanders and their staffs 
developed plans and issued complete or- 
ders for the organization of a defensive 
zone in conformity with the army and 
corps orders issued. 

The success of this important new 
step in the higher training of the troops 
of the corps area is demonstrated by the 
high and sustained interest shown 
by the commanders and staffs taking 
part in tne exercises. General officers 
resent at the closing critique and prob 
em on April 19, besides Gens.

A DEFENSE OF CHAPLAINS . 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

HE Army Chaplain has multiple du- 

ties, under variable circumstances 
and peculiar conditions. The pastor- 
ate of a peaceful flock in civilian life 
js idyllic in comparison, The pastor- 
deserves the praise and co-operation of 
his fellow ministers and not the rash 
and silly insolence of the Peter Ains- 


lies. 

What is a pacifist, anyway? Either 
he is a Bolshevik intent upon getting 
the Army whittled down to the vanish- 
ing point, so that unreason and vio- 
lence, sedition and revolution may 
raise their heads with impunity, or he 
is a so-called Christian of the con- 
scientious objector type. 

It may seem had to swallow, but un- 
til human nature greatly changes, in 
the slow progress of man upward from 
the caves, intelligently directed force 
must remain the governing factor in 
civilization. 

Law and order separate man from 
the ethical standards of the jungle. 
Laws without force behind them are 
meaningless. The same pacifist who 
would abolish the Army and the Navy 
will surely yell for the police when 
thugs come to violate his home or 
place of business.. What is he going 
to do when an arrogant nation seeks 
to the hold up the United States? 
“But what nation are we going to 
fight?” he asks. “Who knows?” is 
the reply. “No one ever thought in his 
wildest imaginings we should ever 
have to fight Germany.” 

They say the Christian religion for- 
bids war. That is not borne out in the 
scriptures. I have looked in vain in 
the Bible for anything that suggests 
I should resign my commission in the 
Army. The Christian religion owes its 
existence and survival to force of 
arms. The brilliant military opera- 
tions of Moses and later Joshua estab- 
lished the Hebrews in Palestine and 
paved the way for the advent of Jesus 
of Nazareth. Fierce and sanguinary 
fighting at Vienna, Chalons and Tours 
preserved Christianity from the Turk, 
the Hun and the Moor. The Christian 
churches of Europe and America live 
in security from atheism today only 
because the Soviet leaders are not 
strong enough to crush the armies of 
Europe and then cross the seas. 

Christ said, it is true, “Put up thy 
sword into its place again. He that 
taketh up the sword shall perish by 
the sword,” but the pacifist either 
dumbly refrains from reading it all. 
Even the devil, we are told, can find 
Scripture, and quote it to suit his pur- 
pose. Just before that incident, be- 
fore the posse and the mob arrived, 
Christ had told His followers to get 
sword even if they had to sell their 
cloaks to buy them. How is that ex- 
plained away? 

Interpret His remark aright and He 
would have said, in the language of 
today, “Put that weapon back out of 
sight. We are too few to fight this 
crowd. Anyone that draws a sword 
now will get killed. We are in a sit- 
uation where a show of force is use- 
less and resistance will only invite 
overwhelming violence.” That was a 
common sense view to take. Surren- 
der was indicated, to prevent a useless 
effusion of blood. Christ surrendered; 
although, as He said, He could have 
called upon legiors of Angels to de- 
fend Him. Is it possible there is mili- 
tary organization in Heaven itself? 

Pacifistic pictures of Christ as a 

milksop give me a pain in the neck. 
Jesus was a brave man and a good 
soldier, walking calmly, although un- 
der torture, even unto death for the 
cause to which His life was pledged. 
He faced the Roman authorities, the 
Jewish oligarchy, and the lynching 
mob with a fearless poise that was be- 
yond praise. And when force was all 
that could correct a wrong, he used 
force, as when he took a knout in his 
hand and lashed out of the Temple 
those who were defiling it. 

We must have patience with charac- 
ters like the Rev. Mr. Ainslie. Jesus 





warned that many false prophets would 
arise, and Ainslie is one of them. Un- 
der the protection of the Constitution 
established by soldiers, preserved by 
soldiers, supported by soldiers he 
creeps and crawls about envenoming 
soldiers and would deny them if he 
could access to the Lord’s communion, 
“the blessed company of all good peo- 
le.” It is our duty to pray that 
ight come to the darkness of spirit in 
which he dwells. 

Jesus said if a man slap you on one 
cheek, show patience and shame him 
by turning the other cheek also. But 
he says nothing about what one shall do 
when that exhibition of forbearance is 
ineffective. He does not forbid a re- 
buke aroused by righteous indignation 
and would no doubt describe the Rev. 
Mr. Ainslie in the terms he used when 
denouncing the Pharisees.

Army pay with civil income that 
I have seen. May Red Book, Earl 
Chapin, on the “Amazing Spread of 
Slavery in America,” gives figures from 
United States income records which 
show 43,014 in the United States with 
incomes of from $50,000 to $5,000,000 
annually. That is, about one to ev- 
ery 2,900 men in the United States 
have this income.

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USNA Visitors Report 


OMPLETE satisfaction with the 
morale, method of instruction and 
relation between the administration and 
midshipmen was expressed by the 
Board of Visitors to the Naval Acad- 
emy in their report submitted to the 
President following the annual inspec- 
tion. 
Recommendations were made urging 
immediate consideration by Congress 
of several necessary construction proj- 
ects. - The need for new officers’ quar- 
ters was stressed, and legislation along 
these lines was initiated upon the re- 
turn of the Board to Washington, as 
reported exclusively in the Army and 
Navy Journal on May 3. The removal 
of two unoccupied frame units of the 
hospital is suggested, as they are 
deemed fire hazards. 

Construction of a new auditorium is 
advocated, with provision made for 
room for a new Academy Museum, the 
Board reports as inadequately housed 
at present. This would allow the En- 
gineering and Aeronautics departments 
badly needed space. -An extension of 
the wings of Sampsoti Hall is sug- 
gested as an alternative to the build- 
ing of a new auditorium to give these 
departments additional room. 

Rear Adm. Henry T. Mayo, USN, 
ret., was elected chairman of the 
Board at its first meeting upon arrival 
at the Academy. Comdr. William N. 
Richardson, jr., USN, was designated 
secretary; and Lt. Comdr. Walden L. 
Ainsworth, USN, assistant secretary. 
The following members took part in 
the four-day inspection: Representa- 
tives Royal C. Johnson, of South Da- 
kota; John W. Evans, of Montana; 
Edgar Howard, of Nebraska; E. Ellis 
Moore, of Ohio; Mr. Warren Kearny, 
of New Orleans; Mr. Leroy T. Vernon, 
of Washington, D. C.; Mr. Joshua 
Green, of Seattle; and H. Gerrish 
Smith, of New York. 

An increase in the number of of- 
ficers assigned to the executive depart- 
ment of the Academy is recommended, 
in order to continue and improve the 
excellent relations existing between the 
superintendent, commandant of mid- 
shipmen, officers and midshipmen. Three 
year details of officers, with one third 
relieved each year is urged. 

The Academy policy in handling ath- 
letic contests with other institutions 
is deemed thoroughly satisfactory by 
the Board, and it is noted with favor 
that over 85 per cent of the midship- 
men take part in regularly organized 
athletics, in addition to the prescribed 
sports. 

In order to use the facilities at the 
Academy to the fullest extent it is rec- 
ommended that one additional appoint- 
ment by each Senator and Representa- 
tive to the Academy be allowed, the 
surplus graduates to be used in the 
merchant marine and commercial avia- 
tion, and to be available in case of na- 
tional emergency. 

Retirement allowances for civilian 
professors is urged and it is urged that 
some degree of continuity of service 
on the Board of Visitors is recommend- 
ed. Offenses of importance among the 
a are found to be noticeably 
ew. 

Restoration of the sea wall around 
the power house is urged for the 
fourth successive year, and it is rec- 
ommended that a new tiled deck for 
the terraces at Bancroft replace the 
present deck. Installation of a fire- 
proof oil storage is urged to replace 
the present wooden building which is 
deemed a fire hazard. 

Both the method and the manner of 
the teaching of purely cultural sub- 
jects are commended. It is recommend- 
ed that the Second Class be given a 
course in English equalizing the time 
of study of that language to the time 
of studying foreign languages. The 
superintendent is congratulated on the 
showing of the midshipmen in the 
Rhodes scholarship competitions. 

Classes in aeronautics, engineering, 
electrical engineering, and physics 
were visited during recitations and 
their question and answer method of 
instruction found well adapted to these 
classes. The use of the library was 
found to have increased six hundred 
and fifty per cent in the past few years, 
and the need of additional library space 
is expressed. 

Postgraduate work for officers, at 
the Naval Academy and other educa- 
tional institutions is highly approved.
